Every Recruit, prior to being enrolled in his 
Regiment, shall have the First Four Articles of 
the Second Section of these’ Articles of War read 
and explained to him, after which such Declara- 
tion as is now used, if any, in the respective Pre- 
sidencies, shall be made to him by the Officer 
Commanding, in front of the Regiment or Corps, 
in presence of the Native Officers and Soldiers, 
and an oath or declaration shall then be required 
from him, according to the forms of his religion. 
such oath and declaration to be the like as are 
now used in the respective Presidencies. 


* ARTICLE 2. 


No Commissioned Officer eghall be, dismissed 
except by the Sentence of a General Court Mar- 
tial No Non-Commissioned Officer or Soldier 
shall be discharged as a punishment except by 
the Sentence of a Court Martial, or by order 
of the Commander in Chief at the Presidency to 
which they my belong. Every such dismissal or 
discharge shall include forfeiture of all claim to 
pension.

Titals by European Courts Martial. 


Articli 98, 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops

No sentence of death shall be given against any 
offender by a Court Martial, unless two-thirds of 
the Members present concur therein, or four 
where the Court consist of five Members, or five 
where the Court consists of seven. 


Affirmations. 


AnTicLe 94, 


On the assembly of a Court Martial, the Judge 
Advocate or Superintending European Officer 
shall administer to the Interpreter the fullowing 
Solemn Aflirmation:

“out partiality, favour or affection, and, if any 
“doubt shall arise, then, according to my con- 
“ science, the best of my understanding, and the

“ ghall be published by authority; and further, 
“ that I will not disclose or discover the vote of 
« opinion of any particular Member of the Gourt,

The following Solema Affirmation shall then he 
administered by the Interpreter to the Judge Advo- 
cate or Superintending Officer: 


J], A. B, solemnly affirm im the presence

Powers and Duties of Provost Marshal. 


ARTICLE 97. 


Fot the prompt and instant repression of all 
irregularities and crimes which may be committed 
‘by ‘Troops to the Field and on the Line of March, 
Provosts Marshal shall be appointed hy the Com- 
soander in Chief, and their Powers shall be regu- 
lated according to the established Usages of War and 
Rutes of the Service; their duties are to take charge 
of Prisoners confined for offences of a general des- 
cription ; to preserve good Order and Discipline; to 

revent Breaches of both, by Soldiers and Followers 
of the Army, and to ‘daulia on the spot, on the same 
day, those whom they may find in the immediate 
act of committing Breaches of good Order and 
Military Discipline; Provided, that the punish- 
ment be limited to the necessity of the case, and 
ahall accord with the oruers which the Provoste 
may from time to time receive from the Comman- 

der of the Forces in the Field, and whatever may 
fe$hs erie, «tre Provost Marshal’ or his Assis- 
véadtiMhal vee the. offender commit the act, for 
whith summary punishment mey be inflicted, or 
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if the Provost Marshal or his Aazistants should 
not see the offender actually commit the crime, 
but that sufficient proof oan be established of the 
offender’s guilt, a Report shall be made to the 
Commauder of the Army in the J ield, who is 
hereby empowered to deal with the case as he 
may deem moat conducive to maintenance of good 
Order and Military Discipline. The duties of 
Provests Marshal being limited to the punishment 
of offenders whom they may detect in the actual 
commission of any crime, the General Cammand- 
ing the Forces inthe Field will cause them to 
exercise the powers entrusted to them in such 
manner and under such circumstances as he may 
consider best calculated to prevent and instantly 
to repress crimes injurious to the Discipline of the 
East India Company’s Ariny and the Public Ser- 
vice, 


Trials by European Courts Maz: tial. 


ArticLre 98, 


At any Presidency where the Native Troops 
have hitherto been authorized to claim to be tried 
by European Courts Martial, every person amen- 
able to these Articles of War, and who may be 
under orders for trial by a Court Martial, shall 
have the right to claim to be tried by European 
Officers ; and should he make such claun, the 
Court, whether General or Djstrict or Regimen- 
tal, shall be composed of Rareveas Conunis- 
sioned Officers, and the number of Members and 
the proceedings shall be governed in all respects 
by the provisions of these Articles. 


And it shall be competent to the Governor Ge- 
neral of India in Council by a General Order to 
authorize the Native Troops of*any cf the Pre- 
sidencies to claim to be tried in like manager by 
European Courts Martial.

When any portion of the Troops belonging to 
eve Presidency shall be serving within the limits 
of another Presidency, such ‘Troops shall be consi- 
dered as placed, during such service, under the 
erders and authority of the Commander in Chief, 
or Commanding Officer of the Forces of the Pre- 
sidency within which they are serving, for all the 
purposes of there Articles of War, in the same 
manner aa though thev belonged tosuch Presidency ;

‘Uhe third and fourth 
books embrace subjects not at present o-dinarily 
taught in Native Schools, but they add ess them- 
selves to the wants of the agricultural classes anid 
are designed to afford an object und practical 
direction, to the school teaching. Abundant proof 
is datly furnished of the great want that exists 
even of this elementary instruction. 

5. Out of 4359 villages im Avra there are 
schools only in 72. Out of a population of 
645,070 only 2,83) are under tuition. 

6. In Goruckpore, containing 1].,714 villages, 
there are only 822 schools: and out of & popula- 
tion of 2,386,831 only 3,092 are sa.d to be under 
tuition, Phere is every reason to believe that in 
other parts of the country the means of justraction 
are equally scanty. 

7. Assuming boys from the co'umencement 
oftheir Sth to the end of their I ich year to be 
of an age best adapted for receiving tustruction, 
it is calculated that, in the Lower Provinces, the 
percentage of such boys now receiv’ ¢ instraction 
vaiies from 32 1n Bengal toa hitie more than 5 
in Behar. In Bombay it appear to vars trom 7 
to 13. In Agra, one of the most fuvored districts 
in these Provinces, it is onl? S$. 

8. ‘Ihe ignorance is therelore great and uni- 
versal, and the necessity for ita removal, general 
and pressing. The voluntary efforts of the people 
are the only means which can be looked to for 
the remedy. The Goverument is most likely to 
succeed by endeavouring to arouse them to a 
sense of their wants, and by offing them en- 
couragement and assistance i supplying these 
wants. 

9, You will receive with this letter, packets 
of the series for each of your Tehsildars, with 
further instructions for their guidance. You will 
louse no time in destributing these puckets, and 
in adding the weight of your own personal influ- 
ence to the exhortations eof the Government in 
furtherance of the plan. = * 

10. It is not desirable that pecuniary induce- 
ments be held cut to the people by the Govern- 
ment for the formation of Schouls. No fuuds 
now at the disposal of the Government would 
admit of general disbursements of this nature; 
and it is otherwise most desirable that the people 
should be led to acquire the knowledge, for its 
evident value to themselves rather than for any 
immediate pecuniary reward it may, bring them, 
If rewards are given they should be given to the 
masters and not to the pupils, At the same 
time, if any public officers or other residente in 
the district are peculiarly active and successful 
in the establishment of Schools, you will be 
ready yourself to commend and reward them in 
any suitable way ; and you will not fail to bring 
to the notice of the Government those whom you 
think deserving of marked encouragement. 

11. Itia better that the books, which may be 
wanted over and above those which are-now fur- 
nished to you gratuitously, should be purchased 
rather than given away, They will be more 
valued, and better cared for. If, however, you 
are desirous of affording some direct help shad 
the establishment of schools, a grant of oud weil 
be made you, ‘and you will bé at liberty either to 


give them away, where you, think they will’ be
